Since October ‘9th, » ‘warm bright 
weather has prevailed through-out 
Alberta and during the past week ex- 
cellent progress has been made with 
threshing. In-the Peace River dis- 
trict about 80 per cent of threshing 
has been completed, and a large part 
of the grain remaining has been 
stacked. In northern Alberta thresh- 
ing is everywhere progressing rapidly 
The amount completed varies from 15 
to 50 per cent with an average of 
‘about 40 per cent. 
part of the Province about 75 per 
cent of all grains tare threshed, while 


pleted for some time. 


In central and northern Alberta 
and the Peace River district a con- 
siderable percentage of early thresh- 
ed wheat graded tough. At present, 
however, practically all wheat is re- 
ceiving straight grades and if pres- 
ent weather conditions continue, the 
percentage of the total crop grading 
tough and damp will be comparative- 
ly small, A large percentage of the 
wheat being marketed at present 
grades No. 1 and 2 Northern. 


Yields reperted at various points 
indicate that the Federal Bureau of 
Statistics estimate of 17.5 bushels per 
acre throughout the Province will be 
sustained. Lacombe reports yields’ 
of from 30 to 75 bus. of wheat, 50 to 
100 bus. of cats and 30 to 60 bus. of 
barley. 

At Vermilion the estimated aver- 
and in the Peace River district an 
average of 20 bus. w heat, 40 bus. of 
oats per iacre are being obtained. 

The greater part of the potato and 
root crop has already been harvest- 
ed and excellent 
quality are reported. On the irrigat- 
ed districts threshing of sweet clov- 
er and alfalfa for seed is well -ad- 
vanced. About 80 per cent of the 
beet crop has been lifted. 45,000 
tons ane now stored at the factory 
at Raymond and large quantities are 
still at farms awaiting shipment. The 
sugar content is reported to be high, 


ing at full capacity, cutting 1050 tons 
of beet daily. 

Pasture conditions in all parts of 
the Province with exception of the 
east-central and south-eastern  dis- 
tricts are excellent. Late rains in 
the south-west have considerably 
improved pastures atid made fall 
ploughing possible. In all probability 
a considerable acreage will be fall 
ploughed on the irrigated area. Prac- 
tically no fall ploughing has been 
done to date outside of these dis- 
tricts.

DR. ROWAN CONTINUES 
HIS CROW EXPERIMENTS 


Dr. Rowan of the Department of 
Zoology of the University of Alberta 
is continuing his crow studies which 
were started two years ago. While 
there are many problems which pre- 
sent themselves {for study in the 
experiment the main one is in trying 
to ascertain the relation between in- 
ternal secretions and animal behav- 
ior with particular reference to mig- 
ration of birds. 

‘Approximately 400 crows are be- 
ing kept in an aviary near the High 
Level bridge where by the use of ar- 
itificial light a longer period of day- 
light is provided. This continuation 
(Of lang. houts of daylight instead of 
the normal shortening days has a di- 
rect effect on’ the internal secretion 
of the crows:and it is believed that 
this in- turn affects the migratory. in-

afer experiencing temperatures of 60 
deg. below zero without any appar- 
ent ill effects. 

This year the crows are being re- 
leased <t Medicine Hat and as they 
usually fly in a northwest-southeast 
direction, Edmonton will be in a di- 
rect line of flight and people will be 
able to get a chance to shoot them as 
they migrate northwards and more 
definite data can be obtained than if 
they were released from Edmonton.

SINCE EVERYONE TALKS GOLD 


The New York Times describes 
how Uncle Sam takes care of the 
gold that he is hoarding. 


“Last year the mines of the world 


turned out about four hundred mil- 
lion dollars of gold and all of it 
came to United States. Not literally, 
of course, as most of it was drawn 
from the bank vaults of Burope, 
South America and the far East, 
while new gold from Transvaal, 


Mexico and Australia replenished the 
hoards of the nations which had sl.!p- 
ped to America. 


New York possesses an elaborate 
machine for handling gold shipments. 
It is a thing of armored trucks and 
steel barred vaults, of barewalled 
rooms in the basements of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank. 

‘The physical centre of the gold 
traffic of United States is the “coop- 
erage” room in the Federal Bank 
basement, so called because it is 
there that the kegs for transporting 
gold are put together or taken apart. 

When a shipment of gold arrives 
in New York, the boxes are cracked 
open on the floor of the cooperage 
room and each contains about 25000 
put up in linen bags. The represen- 
tatives of the importing bank are 
Present fand so are customs inspect- 
ors. Gold enters duty free, but 
something more valuable may be 
concealed in the boxes.

Yet these traders are per- 
mitted through legislation, despite 
the harm which they may do to local 
business. 

The matter was brought up before 
the Okotoks Council at the last meet-. 
ing, finding a spokesman in Coun- 
cillor Visser. A few other pointed 
truths were brought up at the Oko- 
toks Council, as recorded in the Re- 
view sand are sufficently true of all 
towns to be werth passing on: 

“Councillor Visser brought up the 
matter of a person who had been 
several days in town selling goods 
which could have been bought at a 
local store and asked if nothing could 
be done to protect our local stores 
against these peddlers or transient 
traders, Information was elicited 
that this vexed question had often 
heen brought up before and owing to 
protection given these traders by li- 
censes from the Provincial and Do- 
minion Governments and also judicial 
decisions nothing ceuld be done. 

“Considerable criticism was pas- 
sed by those present on residents of 
town who patronized these _ trans- 


iients to the detriment of local busi- 


ness, paying just as much and in 
many cases more than the goods 
could be obtained for locally. Others 
drove up to Calgary to do all their 
shopping there. Some of the busi- 
nessmen themselves were among the 
offenders in both aases. This buying 
out of town not only hurt the busi- 
ness of those affected directly but it 
indirectly effected the general pros- 
perity of the whole community and 
thereby the prosperity of those who 
did the buying out of town them- 
selves.”
